The Assignee is in receipt of an advisory action before the filing of an appeal brief dated June 25, 
2009 for the above referenced application. The advisory action states that the application is not 
in a condition for allowance because the withdrawn claims have not been cancelled. The 
Assignee notes that this apparent requirement is arbitrary and capricious because: 

1 . the Assignee can not find any statutory basis for requiring the withdrawl of claims before 
issuing a notice of allowance, and 

2. considerable evidence shows that an apparent failure to apply one or more relevant 
statutes during prosecution enables the allowance and issue of a number of patents to 
large companies has been developed.
